NO P R O O F A F F O R D E D 


O F AN A G R E E M E N T 


If any agreem ent was made it was 
to be found in the second conversation 
held in February, 1896. It was the last 
conversation between the parties on 
the subject. 
The defendant became 
president of the Ohio Valley (las com 
pany and developed it in connection 
with the Midway Gas company, which 
he already owned and which had an 
over-supply of gas and but few custo­ 
mers. 
The 
plaintiff became an 
em ­ 
ploye of the company, and was subse­ 
quently an employe of other com panies 
organized by the defendant, but 
he 
did not at any time speak of an agree­ 
ment, nor assert, nor suggest a right 
to participate in the m anagem ent of 
the company, nor to receive a part of 
its income or of the proceeds of its 
sale until April. 1900, when he asked 
for an account. 
W hat agreem ent, if 
any, is established by this conversa­ 
tion. or can bs implied from it? These 
were business men discussing a prop­ 
osition. which had its origin in a pro­ 
posal m ade by th e defendant a few 
days before at P ittsburg th a t they to­ 
gether purchase the stock of the Ohio 
Valley Gag company. 
This 
proposal 
the plaintiff had declined to consider 
and the defendant had arranged 
to 
borrow the money by m ortgaging his 
property and to purchase the stock on 
his own account. 
The plaintiff had no 
interest in the purchase, and had no 
right in connection with 
it. In 
the 
negotiation he had 
represented 
the 
seller, the tru s t company, and had ad­ 
vised a sale to the defendant. The de­ 
fendant. 
having obtained control 
of 
nearly all of the 
stock wished 
the 
plaintiff to stay with 
him ami the 
company, and to have a full interest 
in the business. The plaintiff hesita 
ted and objected, as he had before 
done, because of the difficulty in rais­ 
ing money to develop the 
property 
and was told by the 
defendant that 
he would attend to the finances. This 
was in substance a renewal of 
the 
first proposition, which had been de­ 
clined. 
It was not an offer to give the 
plaintiff a half interest. 
It is utterly 
unreasonable to suppose that the de­ 
fendant was offering to give for noth­ 
ing a half interest in the property for 
which 
he w’as to pay $75,000 in cash, 
and as an inducem ent for the accept­ 
ance of the gift, agreeing to assum e 
the labor, responsibility and risk of 
its financial m anagem ent. 
The 
ex 
press ion. "I w ant you to have a Half 
interest,” following a suggestion that 
they together purchase 
tin 1 property, 
is not a proposal to give him a half 
interest, but an offer to adm it him to 
the 
purchase. 
T he most that can be 
made of this conversation in the nature 
of an agreem ent is 
th a t the plaintiff 
was asked to join in the venture, ami 
that the gratuitous offer was left open 
for his acceptance. 
His final answ er 
in that conversation was the last words 
ever spoke by him on the subject: 
“ lf 
you ever forget 
this agreem ent you 
will be 
the most ungrateful m an,’’ 
etc., and was not the language of one 
who m ade a valid agreem ent, and had 
a right which he could assert, but of 
one who expected a favor. 
If this was 
the 
offer, it was never ac ted on by 
the plaintiff. 
He did not accept it by 
agreem ent to purchase and 
he 
did 
nothing which indicated or could be 
construed as an acceptance. He never 
contributed a dollar, nor pledged his 
credit, nor assumed a liability of any 
nature to the 
defendant, nor in con­ 
nection with the business, and it was 
more than four years from the tim e 
of this conversation that he first made 
a demand for an account and settle­ 
ment. 


T H E F A C T S DO N O T 


SU S TA IN T H E B ILL 


These are the facts connected with 
the making of the agreem ent as they 
appear in the 
plaintiff s 
testimony. 
They do not, in our judgment, sustain 
his bill. 
In connection 
with 
other 
facts to which it is needless to refer, 
they might 
w arrant the 
conclusion 
that an option was given him to join 
in the venture, or that there was a 
mutual understanding that he should 
be liberally rewarded if the enterprise 
was successful. They do not, however, 


show 
th at he had an interest. 
without this, his suit fails. 
This conclusion m akes it necessary 
to consider the question of corrobora­ 
tion. 
lf 
the plaintiff failed to 
es­ 
tablish the 
jnain point, 
there 
was 
nothing to corroborate. 
But on this 
subject we may say that but few of 
the facts relied on for testim ony were 
established by independent 
and 
un- 
contradicted testim ony; and th at the 
few that were 
so 
established 
are 
quite as consistent with the view that 
th#* plaintiff expected a gratuity, and J' 
the defendant intended to rew ard h im .Ii 
as that he had any right in the mat- ! 
ti r. and that their effect as evidence in 
his favor is seriously impaired, if not 
wholly destroyed, by bis deliberate dec­

These peculiar people w ere tho 
first In the Philippines to ask for a civ­ 
il governm ent, and 
Mr. 
W b ltm arsh 
w as the first provincial governor a p ­ 
pointed. 
G o v ern m en t in bls province 
differs m aterially from th a t elsew here 
in th e archipelago, necessarily so be­ 
cause o f the c h a ra c te r of the in h ab it­ 
ants. 
As explained by Mr. W bltm arsh. 
th e Igorrotes are in a position some­ 
w hat sim ilar to th a t of the N orth A m er­ 
ican Indians, u n d e r an agent, b ut w ith 
I large men sun* of freedom In m atters 
of local governm ent. 
W hile the gov­ 
ernor fixes the law s o f the province, 
c a d i m unicipality elects its officers and 
m akes its laws, excepting those relat­ 
ing to taxation, an d this last rests 
lightly, being only one-half of I per 
cent on property, or 50 cents (gobi) 
yearly for those not possessing p ro p er­ 
ly. 
“ An Igorrote to w n is tile most Inde­ 
pendent 
institution 
in 
the 
Islands,” 
Governor W hit m arsh says. 
‘‘It uses 
every cent of Its tax es for Its own ben ­ 
efit. nothing going Into the provincial 
governm ent. 
All th at the governor ca ti 
do Is to approve or suggest a m e n d ­ 
m ents to law s, so th a t the Igorrotes are 
enjoying a good o pportunity to p ra c ti­ 
cally learn how to govern them selves. 
I w as astonished a t th e am o u n t of a p ­ 
titude an d intelligence th e nativ es dis­ 
played in fra m in g their laws. 
I have 
allowed them to follow pretty much 
th eir own ideas and often have ap ­ 
proved m inor legislation which I knew 
would be u n satisfacto ry in order th a t 
they might learn its Ineffectuality and 
im prove 
them selves 
in 
self 
govern­ 
m ent.” 
Individually the Igorrote is self de­ 
pendent. 
“ Hi* c an supply his needs 
and those o f his fam ily w ith little e f­ 
fort. 
Money Is no Inducem ent to til in. 
H e doesn’t w a n t to w ork, doesn’t w a n t 
to chan ge bis dress am i doesn’t w a n t 
to become a < b u stia n . 
In fact, he bas 
no need of the aid of th e outside world. 
T h e question is how con w e Induce birn 
to accept civilization. 
T h e Igorrote 
w ould be h app ier and b etter off w ith ­ 
ou t civilization, b u t th is is necessary 
fo r bls preservation, o r th e Ju g g e rn a u t 
of th e w orld will cru sh him out of e x ­ 
istence.” 
T h e se Igorrotes are an tago nistic to 
th e T a g a lo g s and also to C hristians. 
T hey a re thorough pagans, but are 
m oral and honest, alth ou gh they will 
lie. 
C hildish In m any respects, they 
ca n fight on occasion, and G overnor 
W b ltm a rsh tells of a force of 75 of 
th em w hich he organized and which, 
arm e d w ith bolos aud six guns, scou t­ 
ed th ro u g h the territory of th e p red a­ 
tory and head hunting Rusuls, n o rth ­ 
e a st of th e province, broke up their 
g an g s a nd cap tured th e ir leaders. They 
do not fight the A m ericans, how ever, 
an d 34 soldiers easily keep ord er In th e 
province. 
T h e q u a rte rm a s te r’s d e p a rtm e n t is to 
build ab o u t 50 houses for tin* us** of th e 
civil em ployees of tile governm ent. 
T h ey will be built on the exposition 
grounds, ait*] th** b arrac k s there, soon 
to be v acated by th e soldiers, will be 
con verted into dw ellings. 
T h e object 
is to relieve th e em ployees of th e e x ­ 
cessive cost of living, w hich is higher 
here th a n In the U nited States. 
Ac­ 
com m odation 
a t th e 
inferior 
botels 
costs $35 (gold) per month, b u t In the 
houses to be built by th e g ov ern m en t It 
is th o u g h t th a t satisfacto ry q u a rte rs 
an d board can be fu rn ish ed for $30 a 
m onth. 
E ach bouse will probably ac ­ 
co m m o d ate five or six isg-sons. 
T hey 
will be built of Filipino woods and 
ad a p te d to th e clim ate. 
T h e barrack s 
will Im* divided into a p a rtm e n ts suited 
to fam ilies, bachelors and mess bulls. 
It is Intended also to establish stores 
sim ilar to a rm y com m issary stores for 
th e benefit of civilian employees, w here 
goods can be bought a t a trout IO per 
cen t ab ov e their cost to th e go vern­ 
ment. 
T h e p a p e rs bere printed In E nglish 
are p rotesting ag ain st th e continuance 
for som e y ears of S panish as the offi­ 
cial la n g u ag e of the courts. 
T hey as­ 
sert th a t co m p arativ ely few of th e peo­ 
ple. especially outside of Manila, speak 
Spanish an d th a t the requirem ent of 
E nglish a s th e official lan gu ag e would 
w ork no special bardship. 
T hey a p ­ 
pear to overlook the fact, however, th a t 
the law** a re all in Spanish. 
T his lan g u ag e question is In an o th er 
w ay th e cau se of m uch discontent 
am o ng th e Filipinos w ho aspire to posi­ 
tions. clerical and otherw ise, under the 
A m erican ad m in istratio n . 
They assert 
th a t even w hen they pass th e civil 
service ex am in atio n an d a re appointed 
they receive less com pensation th an 
A m ericans In th e sam e grade. 
T his is 
true, and th e explanation offered Is the 
u n fa m iliarity of the n atives w ith the 
E nglish lan g u ag e and A m erican m eth ­ 
ods. 
W h eth e r equal opp ortu nity will 
be allow ed them w hen they have learn­ 
ed A m erican w a y s and English rem ains 
to be seen.

Government in ids province 
differs materially from that el se xvi ie re 
in the archipelago, necessarily so be­ 
cause of the character of the Inhabit­ 
ants. As explained by Mr. W bltmarsh. 
the Igorrotes are In n position soine- 
\x bat similar to that of the North Amer­ 
ican Indians, under an agent, but with 
I large measure of freedom In m atters 
of local government. 
While the gov­ 
ernor fix*-* the laws of the province, 
each municipality elects its officers ami 
makes its laxvs, excepting those relat­ 
ing to taxation, and this last rests 
lightly, being only one-half of I per 
cent oil property, or 50 cents (gobi) 
yearly for those not possessing proper­ 
ty.

Governor W hitman'll says. 
"It uses 
every cent of its taxes for its oxvn beft- 
efit, nothing going into iii** provincial 
government. All that the governor can 
do is to approve or suggest am end­ 
ments to laws, so that the Igorrotes are 
enjoying a goo*! opportunity to practi­ 
cally leani how to govern themselves. 
I xvns astonished at the am ount of ap­ 
titude and intelligence th** natives dis­ 
played in fram ing their laws. 
I have 
allowed them to follow pretty much 
their own ideas and often have ap­ 
proved minor legislation which I knexv 
would bo unsatisfactory In order that 
they might learn its Ineffectuality and 
improve themselves In

intuit.” 
Individually th** Igorrote is wolf de­ 
pendent.

The Igorrote 
would be happier and better off with­ 
out civilization, but this is necessary 
for bis preservation, or the Juggernaut 
of the world will crush bin) out of ex­ 
istence.’' 
Those Igorrotes are antagonistic to 
the Tagalogs and also to Christians 
They are thorough pagans, lait are 
moral and honest, although they will 
lie. 
Childish In many respects, they 
can fight on occasion, and Governor 
W hitm an!! tells of a force of 75 of 
thorn which he organized and which 
armed with bolos and six guns, scout 
<*d through the territory of the preda 
tory and head hunting Busuls. north 
east of the province, broke up their 
gangs and captured their leaders. They 
do not fight the America us. however 
and 34 soldiers easily keep order in tilt* 
province. 
The quarterm aster’s department is to

It is intended also to establish stores 
similar to arm y commissary stores for 
tile benefit of civilian employees, where 
goods can be bought at about IO per 
cent above their cost to the govern­ 
ment. 
The papers bere printed In English 
are protesting against the continuance 
for some years of Spanish as the offi­ 
cial language of the courts. 
They as­ 
sert th a t comparatively few of the peo­ 
ple. especially outside of Manila, speak 
Spanish and that the requirement of 
English as the official language would 
work no special hardship. 
They ap­ 
pear to overlook the fact, however, that 
the law s are ail in Spanish. 
This language question Is In another 
way the cause of mud) discontent 
mriong the Filipinos who aspire to posi­ 
tions, clerical and otherwise, under the 
American administration. They assert 
that even when they pass the civil 
service examination and are appointed 
they receive less compensation than 
Americans In t he sam e grade. 
This is 
true, and the explanation offered is the 
unfamiliarity of the natives with the 
English language and American m eth­ 
ods. 
W hether equal opportunity xviii 
lie allowed them when they have learn­ 
ed American ways and English remains 
to be seen.
